Mackenzie's Proposition 

The important dispatch wo were cna- 
blod to lay before the readers of this jour- 
nal on Thursday will have boon perused 
with considerable interest in this Pro- 
vince. The information caino from a voll- 
informed source and there can be little 
doubt as to its correctness. AVo also 
loarn from another and equally reliable 
»ourco that Mr. Mackouzio is propared to 
introduce a measure in the Canadian Par- 
liament enabling the graving-dock and 
capitalization .schemes to bo carried out, 
•liDuld the people of British Columbia 
d»3iro it. It ia understood that iu both 
instuuco3 the whole people are to bo con- 
sulted so as to avoid possible misunder- 
standing and consequent disaffection. 
This should be a sine qua non in making 
any alteration in the Terms of Union, and 
it is gratifying to know that the new Pro- 
mior of the Dominion holds very decided 
views on the subject. It will roadily ho 
inferred that a general election in this 
Province is imminent, and it behooves 
tho electors in every District to proparo 
lor tho contest and rosolvo to rid tho Le- 
gislature of Ministers and their "Silent 
Brigade" — men who havo demonstrated 
thoir willingness to barter away the dear- 
est rights of tho country for the retention 
of ollioo; men who havo rofuf<n<l n refer- 
ence to tho people when itwas demanded. 
Adverting to tho railway proposition 
doubtless soon to bo submitted, it would 
seem almost premature to venture an opin- 
ion at presentjbut it may not be too soon to 
seek to promoto a condition of mind fa- 
vorable to giving Mr. Mackenzie's propo- 
tion, whenever it does como, that calm 
nnd fair consideration to which it will bo 
entitled. Tho real position of matters 
and parties may be briefly stated thus: — 
British Columbia possesses certain valu- 
able nnd well-defined treaty-rights. Ca- 
nada desires, for reasons ot her own, to 
exchange for those rights something less 
valuable to us, bnt.as it i9 claimed, great- 
ly more advantageous to herself. In ap- 
proaching British Columbia; under these 
circumstances, Mr. Mackeuzio must not 
expect tho weaker, poorer party to yield 
everything, Canada nothing. In truth 
the chief concessions ought to be on the 
other side; first, because Canada can af- 
ford te make them, and, secondly, becauso 
Canada seeks the change for her own ad- 
vantage. In any re-arrangement of tho 
Terms of Union that may bo proposed by 
Canada, it does not, therefore, seem un- 
reasonable to expect that British Colum- 
bia shall, as nearly as possible, bo placed 
in a position ef equal advantago to that 
assigned her in the Treaty of Union. We 
are not prepared to assert that Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's assumed proposal would not have 
this effect. AByetit is too vague and 
shadowy to justify a definite expression 
of opinion one way or tho other, nnd it 
would scarcely be right to encourage tho 
public to form, much less pronounce, an 
opinion until more shall have been mado 
known. It occurs to one, however, at 
the first blush, that an immediate com- 
mencement and a minimum annual ex- 
penditure of one million and a half or 
even two millions a year with no definite 
period for completion would leave this 
Province in a less favorable position than 
it occupies under the Treaty of Union. The 
popular assumption is that tho portion of 
the road west of the Rocky Mountains 
will cost not much les3 than forty mil- 
lions. Accepting this figure, if only 
two millions a year were expended' on it, 
by a simple rule of arithmetic, tho work 
or construction would occupy twenty 
years, and it would bo idlo to pretond 
that suoh tardy progress would meet tho 
just expoctationsef the country. The Trea- 
ty requires that the railway shall bo com- 
pleted from end to end on or before tha 
20th July 1681. Under (ho assumed new 
arrangement it would not necessarily bo 
comploted even through British Col- 
umbia sooner than 20th July, 1891. To 
those who struggled for Confederation 
and who havo indulged in bright dreams 
of empire and of a ride across the contin- 
ent hohiud the iron horse of Canada that 
would, indeed, he a rude awaking. It 
would not seem unreasonable, then, that 
British Columbia should expect some 
other compensating advantages; but what 
particular form or extent theso should as- 
sume it is not our present purpose to 
discuss. We may bo permitted, how- 
ever, to question tho policy of accepting 
at the hands of Canada a sum so inade- 
quate for tho graving dock or n loan of 
money, oven although in a sonso our 
own, at a time when the larger proposal 
is dimly lingering in the back ground. 
Lot the greater include the less. Let us 
muko one complete job of tho whole mat- 
ter, instead of commencing now to a cer- 
tain extent in tho dark with tho smaller 
parts. It might be found that, instead 
of contributing less than ono moiety, 
Canada would undertake tho clock as a 
Federal work, thereby sparing British 
Columbia futuro taxation for comple- 
tion and maintenance; and as for the cap- 
italization scheme, it would probably bo 
bettor under all tho circumstances that 
the money necessary for carrying on con- 
templated works this year should bo ob- 
tained from another source, under autho- 
rity of tho Bill thereto enabling. It may 
be objoctod that nil this means delay. It 
neod not nocossanlly involve any appre- 
ciable delay. It would clearly be the 
duty, it is doubtless tho intention, of.Mr. 
Mackenzio to present his scheme with 
the utmost possiblo alacrity nnd ingen- 
uousness, and thero noed not, therefore, 
bo any time lost in having it submitted 
to the people and ratified by all the high 
contracting parties. It seoni3 important, 
it is no more than right, that Mr. Mac- 
kenzie should distinctly understand thai, 
in so far as British Columbia is coucoru- 
ed, time is the element of supremo im- 
portance. Time is monoy. Canada wants 
time. British Columbia wants money. 
In truth, it is tho commencement 
about whioh this Provinceis chielly eolioi- 
tous. Immediate commencement with a 
resonablo assumnco of vigorous prosecu- 
tion is what British Columbia has olearly 
a right to insist upon. Lot th» work b«

British Columbia's! First 
Royal Commission 

THIRD DAY. 

Fbidai, March 27th. 

Tho Commissioners took their sents nt 
11% o'olook. 

Mr. Robertson, Q.O., presenter] a cer- 
tificate from Hon. Dr. Helmoken to tho 
effect that Mr. S. P. Moody, who was ox- 
auiined on Thursday, was too ill to ap- 
pear ill Court to-day. Mr. Robertson, 
thoroforo, asked to have tho further ex- 
amination of Mr. Moody postponed till 
Monday noxt. 

The Chief Justico — What does Mr. 
Robsonsay? 

Mr. Robson said ho had called Mr. 
Moody as the first witness, intending to 
Ijo guided by tho fiicts that mi^ht bo oli- 
cited from him as to tho next witness ho 
■would call. Now, he would not press 
for an adjournment until Mr. Moody had 
recovered, but Jtheir lordships might sen 
that tho caso for tho people would "be 
placed at a serious disadvantage if ho 
wore to produce other Qvjttenoe before 
completing tho examination oi Mr. Moo- 
dy. However, he was willing that tho 
Commissioners should consult their own 
convenience and not his. 

The Chief Justice said that the ovidenco 
of Mr. Moody would have a strong bear- 
ing upon tho subsequent conrso to ho 
pursued. 

Mr. Justice Crease said it would bo 
manifestly unfair to go on wi th the evi- 
dence before completing Mr. Moody's 
examination. 

Mr. Justico Gray said ho could easily 
understand the position of those in charge 
of tho caso, with Mr. Moody's evidence 
incomplete. 

The Chief Ju«ticc said tho convenience 
of the Commissioners was not to bo 
thought uf. It was their duty to tho 
public that should be consulted. 

Mr. Robson, having only a public ob- 
ject, would not press for an adjournment. 

Mr. Robertson (for the pro-emptors) 
had no objection to an adjournment. 

The Chief Justice said that tho medi- 
cal certilieato merely repeated what had 
fp.llcn from him yesterday— that the wit- 
ness' mind seemed to bo affected. 

Mr. Robson thought that ho would pre- 
fer to have Mr. Moody's evidence com- 
pleted before going further. 

Mr. Robortson hero repeated tho ap- 
plication to havo Mr. Robson placed in 
tho box and sworn as to his erediblo 
witness. 

The Chief Justico said that this was 
the third time this application had been 
made. Now, tho question was noi what 
Mr. Robson believed to bo truo. Tho 
matter had passed from him to tho Com- 
mission, and his belief had nothing to 
do with tho case. The learned Judge said 
the application reminded him of the 
r>lan that English sportsmen adopt, viz: 
of drawing a red herring across tho trail 
o< the fox to draw the hounds off the scent. 
(Laughter.) It so happened that Her 
Majesty's Government had entrusted this 
case to throe substantial old hounds, who 
positively refuse to bo driven off tho 
uceut by any such moans. [Immoderate 
laughter. J 

Mr. Robertson replied that ho was not 
foolish enough to attempt any such thine 
as drawing their honors off tho scent; but 
he still suggested that Mr. Robson's al- 
legations should be verified on oath. 

The Chiof Justice said tho accuracy of 
Mr. Robson's statements wore not refer- 
red to the Commission, and it would be 
impertinent for them to enquire into it. 
'Die Commission were to ascertain whe- 
ther any of tho late or present Govern- 
ment wore involved in any questionable 
urooeodings respecting tho acquisition of 
Tarada Island. 

In reply to Mr. Justico Gray Mr. Rob- 
aon Bala that he should prefer not to pro- 
duce any documentary evidence for the 
present, as he did not wish to "show his 
hand." 

Tho Commission thereupon adjourned 
till Monday next at 11 !; o'clock, when, 
should Mr. Moody be ft: 11 unwell, a fur- 
ther adjournment will be granted. 

Old Victorians.— A letter from tho 
Rev. Mr. Somervillo, received by a gen- 
tleman in this city, states that Jas. Cars- 
well is dead. He cut . his hand severely 
and bled so freely that he never recover- 
ed. D. M. Lang'is in Glasgow. Robert 
Jirown, the explorer, is a lecturer in tho 
Philosophical institute. _ Lorimer is a 
houseagent and factor, doing a good bu- 
siness. Mr. Somervillo ia in charge of 
the Old University Church in Glasgow. 

Chinaman Killed. — A Chinaman in 
the employ of Maltby Bros, at tho Mot- 
chosin lime kiln, died on Monday morn- 
ing last from tho effects of injuries receiv- 
ed by a log rolling over and crushing 
him. Tho deceased, with another China- 
man, was engaged on Saturday evening 
iu sawing up a fallen treo on tho edgo of 
tho stoop slope, and one of the sections 
broko away and rolled over him. Ho was 

frightfully crushed.

Generous, — Mrs. Phelps has kindly 
consented not to perform on Monday 
evening in consequence of tho entertain- 
ment arranged for the benofit of tho Mo- 
ehauiea' Literary Institute. Tho Theatre 
will, therefore, bo closed cn that evening;

Sound for last year mako a good show- 
ing. Tho number of vessels entered 470, 
(onnago 180, 888,— cleared 418, tonnage 
157,001. There were belonging to tho 
Hound 107, including 25 steamers, with 
an aggregate tonnage of 27,295 tons. 
There wore 9 vessels built during tho 
year.

East Coast Steamer 

Cowiclian, March 25th 1874. 
Editor Colonist. — I wish to call tho 
attention of the public through your 
valuable paper, to tho alteration made 
in the steamer Maude in starting from 
Nanaimo on tho down trip, tho timo 
has been changed from 7 to G o'clock 
a, m. 

This alteration acts with great de- 
triment, to tho interests of tho settlers 
on the East Coast, making it almost 
impossible for peopio living at any 
distance fsom the landings to got down 
with freight, cattle, etc., in time to 
catch the steamer for Victoria. 

Another though lesser grivances, 
was tho way in which tho alteration in 
the time was made no general notice, 
of which was given on tho up-trip so 
that people who had come from G to 
10 miles, distance wore too late to catch 
tho stoamor last Friday, and had to 
take their freight, consisting chiefly 
of dead Hogs and dairy produce, 
(neither of which improve by keeping) 
homo again, 

Another thing that needs altering 
is tho careless way in which the 
freight is loft at tho different landings, 
goods marked Maple Bay being left at 
Cowiclian and vice versa, through 
which much inconvenience is caused 
and gco.ls have been actually lost. This 
is owing to tho fact that neither of the 
two dock hands who havo tho puting 
out of tho freight are able to read 
English. 

In making these remarks I havo no 
wish for it to bo understood that I am 
casting any reflections on dipt. Hol- 
mes, who is an exceedingly civil and

Political Meeting at Maple 

Bay. 

Editor Colonist:— A meeting having 
boon called on Saturday tho 21st inst. at 
the Agricultural Hall, Maple Bay, for tho 
purpose of hearing the members for tho 
District explain their conduct in tho Lo- 
cal Legislature, and express their views 
on the questions of tlto day, etc., a limit- 
ed number of electors from Salt Spring 
Island and Maple Ray settlement, with 
onoer two additional from a distance, 
assembled, and after waiting until after 1 
o'clock, p. m., for a larger assemblage, 
without succoss, at length voted Mr. Hen- 
ry Fry into the Chair and got to busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Fry suggested that as tho hour was 
late tho timo for oaeh member speaking 
should bo limited, as otherwise tho first 
speaker might occupy tho whole after- 
noon and prevent the other speaking at 
all; ho thought half an hour each would 
bo sullicient. 

Mr. Smitho said ho did not object to a 
limitation; but ho thought half an hour 
would bo too short to onablo either of 
them to express themselves properly. 

Mr. Booth was satiaiiod with a half an 
hour. 

A resolution moved by Mr. Jones, of 
Salt Spring Island, that each speaker bo 
limited to half an hour for his oponing 
speech and a quarter of an hour addition- 
al to reply, was put and carried, aftor 
which the Chairman called upon tho sen- 
ior member, Mr. Smitho, to address the 
mooting first. 

Mr. Smitho said as this was the first 
timo ho had addressed them since tho 
day on which they had done him the ho- 
nor of placing him at tho head of the 
polls, ho felt it to bo his duty to review 
his work during the two first sessions, as 
well as the last eventful session from 
which they had just returned. He asked 
tho electors to recall the pledges ho had 
mado in that Hall when he had been a 
candidate for their suffrages. Every 
pledge ho had made he had redeemed, 
aud he asked tho mooting to boliovo that, 
if ho had douo anything that was not cal- 
culated to further tho interests of Cow- 
icbau and of British Columbia, it had 
boon owing to an error in his judgment 
and nothing else. He referred <• tho Wild 
Laud Tax which he had introduced dur- 
ing tho first session, and had succeeded 
in carrying through the House. It was 
true, he said, that it had afterwards been 
disallowed; but during tho second session 
tho same Bill had been introduced by 
the Government, who anxious to socure 
the credit of the measure for themselves, 
had refused on a point of order to allow 
him to introduce it. Tho Bid was now 
Jaw, and although the results from it had 
not been what he anticipated, still ho 
thought the Bill a good one, and thought 
another year would make it show to bet- 
ter advantage. Ho roforrod to the un- 
satisfactory state of tho Land Laws, aud 
tho Government's boastod "livo distinct 
modes" of acquiring land. Ho had ex- 
pressed himself in that Hall three years 
ago, in favor of freo land to actual sot- 
tiers. Owing to a condition in tho Terras 
of Confederation, last session was the first 
in which it was possible to tako hold of 
tho said question. Ho had, howo\or,tak- 
eu tho vory first opportunity to introduce 
a Freo Laud Act. Tho Bill, as it finally 
left the hands of tho Houso, was not with- 
out its faults: but ho submitted it to. the 
meeting, confidently, ns at any rato su- 
perior to any Land Law wo had before in 
British Columbia; if indued, it wero not 
tho most libor.U Land Law tho world 
could boast of. There was onothing that 
pained him in connection with this Bill, 
and that was, that all his labor had heon 
thrown away, as far as Cowiclian was con- 
cerned, for, owing to tho Reserve placed 
on tho lands on tho East Coast by the 
Government, the Act so far as wo wero 
concerned, would be a dead lettor. They 
were all aware that ho had endeavored to 
2wt this Railway Reserve on the East 
Coast romovod, or at loast modified. He 
then read from tho Terms of Union 
and the correspondence bctweon the two 
Governments to prove that there was no- 
thing requiring our local Governmont to 
makejho resorvo. They had done it of 
their own free will, and iu making it they 
had shown that they wero not as much 
alive to our interests us the Dominion 
Government had been whon they negoti- 
ated tho Terms of Union. They thou 
asked for, and our agents agreed to, a 
practical reservo of tho lands of tho Pro- 
vince; but they had too much regard for 
our interests to ask to have actual settle- 
ment stopped. Had our Government 
made a similar reserve to that which wus 
in force during tho two years previous to 
July 1873 tho Dominion Government 
would havo been just as well and possibly 
better satisfied than they are now; and 
Cowiclian and other East Coast settle- 
ments might havo been keeping paco with 
other Districts is tho settling up of their 
Crown Lands and adding numbers to 
their population, instead of being com- 
pelled to remain in statu quo and watch 
the development of other purls of the 
Province", 

Ho then spoke of the Tolls Repeal 
Bill, his 'opposition to it, andhis reasons 
therefor. Ho claimed credit for haying 
got the Mainland of British Columbia on 
tho same footing us Vancouver Island in 
respect of the Road Tux. The result, he 
said, hud been what he expected; tho 
Mainlandors had kicked against it and 
their mombers, during the lato session, 
had advocated tho repeal of tho tax 
throughout the wholo Province. Ho 
had favored tho repeal of tho Road Tax 
and failing that had tried to get itredue- 
oil one-half. As a lust resourco he had 
proposed an ad valorem tax which would 
have had tho effect, so far as Cowiclian 
was concerned, of reducing tho tax to a 
merely nominal one. Tho rate per cout. 
would have to bo the same throughout 
British Columbia and, in ordor to mako 
tho tax reasonable, open tho valuable 
lands in tho vicinity of Victoria tho rato 
would have to bo so low as to amount to 
almost nothing in Cowiclian. Heonlnrged 
upon tho prinoiplo and assurod tho audi- 
ence that in t hut, us in everything olso ho 
had acted with an oyo single to his con- 
stituents. 

Ho next came to the Terms of Union 
question, aud snid he thought if his idoa 
had been adopted there would havo heon 
no occasion for tho rumpus and excite- 
ment that had resulted from tho course 
tho Government had taken in the matter. 
Ho read a resolution ho had moved in tho 
House, calling upon our Governmont to 
present a claim to the Dominion Govern- 
ment for oomponsation for losses sustain- 
ed by this Province through tho broach 
of contract by Canada in not having com- 
menced the construction of tho Railway 
according to agreomont. British Colum- 
bia bad sufforod and was fairly ontitlod 
to indemnification, but she oould not ex- 



pect to got it unless sho presented her 
claim in a businesslike manner. Hud tho 
resolution passed and the claim been 
submitted he believed wo would havo re- 
ceived from Canada a sum of money as 
oomponsation that would havo ninde it 
unnecessary for us to borrow from her or 
any ono elso a single dollar for tho pur- 
pose of prosecuting necessary public 
works within the Province. His resolu- 
tion had been rejected, owing chiefly to 
tho opposition offered ta it by Mr. " Mo- 
Croight; but he wus proud to say that a 
month Inter that gentleman, in speaking 
on tho Terms of Union Bill, had given 
omphatio expression to tho same idea as 
that expressed in tho defeated resolution. 
Ho hud also tho satisfaction of being told 
by Mr. A. R. Robertson at tho same 
timo that although ho did not much like 
the resolution at tho timo ho(Mr. Smitho) 
had movod it, he had sinco conio to think 
that it w/is a most sensible proposition. 

Tho Terms of Union had cropped up at 
a very early stago of the lato session, al- 
though it wus not until n lato period that 
it assumed such formidable guise. Whon 
Mr. Robortson moved his amendment to 
the Goveruor'sSpeoch in connection with 
the Dry Dock seliemo, he (Mr. Sinithe) 
took no part in the movement, but his 
interest was awakened and ho carefully 
read every Ontario paper that came with- 
in his roach and at an early dato tho con- 
viction began to bo forced upon him that 
the arrangement was not what it ought 
to bo. First, he said the Opposition pa- 
pers accused Mackenzie of inconsistency 
in giving British Columbia more than 
she wus entitled to, when ho had all 
along said she had got alre.idy moro than 
she ought to havo got. Next, tho Gov- 
ernment organs in reply sought to jus- 
tify Maokenzie, and mako political capi- 
tal for him by sotting forth tho immense 
advantage to Canada, Mr. Mackenxio was 
buying at so small a prico. The cast- 
iron Railway Clause in tho Terms was to 
bo reluxod, and Canada would bo suved 
from bankruptcy. Mr. Maokenzie him- 
self openly talked of relaxation as his 
policy, and his colleagues in office, Mr. 
Burpee, Mr. Scott and others, spoko so 
confidently about tho matter being settl- 
ed, and about British Columbia having 
agreed to it that it was impossiblo for 
him (Mr. Smitho) to do otherwise than 
conclude that some arrangement had 
beon mado between Mr. Mackenzie aud 
Mr. DnCosmos concerning tho relaxation 
talked of. Tho fact that Mr. Mackenzie 
knowing that our Local Parliament was 
in session, allowed three months to pass 
without submitting any proposition* to 
our Government or communicating with 
them in any way whatever: knowing too 
that no relaxation of the Railway con- 
tract could bo mado until it had. been 
submitted by our Government for tho 
consideration of our Parliament, ho still 
continued to talk relaxation — proved that 
ho was confident of gaining tho relaxation 
ho wished, without submitting his pro- 
position in a business manner. When 
tho Governmont talked of borrowing a 
million of dollars "and no taxation," 
they were either fools themselves, or 
olso they mistook tho peopio of British 
Columbia for fools. It did not require 
a "Macauloy's school boy" to know that 
in giviut; up §18,000 per annum of our 
already insufficient revenue wo aro en- 
tailing upon tho not distant future a taxa- 
tion "to mako up tho large deficit iu our 
income, caused by the reckless policy of 
our Governmont. It seemed to him it 
was lotting in the small oud of tho wedge, 
and it was hard to say where tho systein 
might end. We are in receipt of a sub- 
sidy from Canada amounting at present 
to S222.000; this is tho prinoipal part of 
our income as a Province, and it is mado 
up of threo or four distinct items; one is 
interest on a debt to which we wero on- 
titlod but did not havo at the time of 
Union, amounting to $-18,000 annually; 
this our Government intend to capitalize. 
At the end of thre? vears our subsidy will 
be 8174,000 instoud'of 8222,000 this of 
courso will be found by any Government 
that may then be in power, to be inade- 
quate to its wants, but as they will na- 
turally shrink from incurring tho 
odium of levying a heavy tux to meet the 
deficit, who can say that they will not 
imitate tho brilliant sohemo of this Gov- 
ernment and capitalize anothor item of 
tho subsidy— say tiie 8100,000 which now 
represents our income from tho Railway 
Lands? They would thon bo ablo to get 
on swimmingly for a few more years, 
using tho cry that is now being used, of 
plonty of money andjiio taxation, But, 
gentlemen, tho end must come, and whon 
every gooso that now lays golden oggs 
has been killed, we shall awake and 
find ourselves in as helpless a condition 
as it is possible to conceive; our income 
gono, ojir credit dead, and almost every 
source of rovenue, every ordinary avonuo 
of taxation closed, in tho hands of tho 
Dominion tax-gatherer. 

Mr. Jones, of Salt Spring Island, hero 
called the attention of tho Chairman to 
tho fact that Mr. Smitho had spoken ful- 
ly an hour and a half, instead of half an 
hour, and Mr. Booth had not yot spok- 
en. 

The Chairman said it was truo that Mr. 
Smitho had greatly exceeded his time; he 
had boon Joth to interfere, us tho meeting 
had been so attentive and interested'; they 
could not woll bo otherwise, as Mr. Smitho 
had delivered a most eloquent and lucid 
address. Ho would now remind Mr. 
Smitho that it was lato aud Mr. Booth 
was waiting to speak. 

Mr. Smitho thanked tho audionco for 
their attention aud said he was sorry ho 
had not got half through with what he 
wished to say; ho hoped, however, to moot 
them again whon ho would have more 
timo. 

Mr. Booth said ho would not trouble 
thorn about what ho individually had 
dono, ho would tako higher ground; ho 
believed in party governmont, was an out 
and out party man; he supported the pre- 
sont Government because they we're in 
tho main right. Ho thought the Terms 
of Union was tho main question of intor- 
est, so he would address the meeting 
moro particularly on that. Tho Opposi- 
tion had first opposed tho schomo be- 
cause they thought it too good to bo truo. 
He quotodat length from tho journals of 
tho Houso to show that tho McCreight 
Ministry had proposed to capitalize tho 
Dry Dock guarantee. Tho only differ- 
ence, he said, between Mr. Robortson 
and Mr. DeCosmos was that tho first asked 
for its market value and tho latter asked 
for moro and got it. Ho contended that 
tho Governmont Bill would not break the 
Terms of Union and had never boon in- 
tended to dp s0 ' ho was sorry ho had 
voted for tho saving clause If ho had 
had time to consider ho would havo voted 
against it; it was passod without debate. 
The Dominion Government had increas- 
ed our subsidy without breaking tho 
Terms, and'Nnw Brunswick had sold out 
Jjer lnrnber tUu>5 without brooking the 



Terms and we could make nny alteration 
we might think proper without endanger- 
ing tho wholo contract. Mr. McCreight 
had been aukod to explain tho Now Bruns- 
wick lumber duo question but had not 
dono it although pressod to do so. He 
had too much confidence in tho good 
sense of tho Houso to fear tho capitali- 
zation schomo being carried too far— or 
until tho country had beou reduced to 
bed rock us had been urged might bo by 
his hon. colleague. As to tho question it 
sending it to tho peopio ho would say 
it could not bo done, at loast it would 
have wasted a wholo year; a vote could 
not bo taken at Kootenay aud Omineoa 
until tho middlo of summer and that 
would be too lato to do anything. 
Ho ropolled tho idoa that Mr. DeCosmos 
was going to soil tho country. Ho did 
not agree with everything DeCosmos 
did but ho thought "ho was generally 
right and was ns honest a politician as 
was in tho country. Ho (Mr. Booth) had 
worked for a modified tariff; had made a 
proposition which was a good ono and 
would, ho boliovod, havo boon beneficial 
to a great many people and would have 
hurt very fow. Owing to Mr. DeCosmos 
having resigned his seat ho wus not 
strong enough to carry it. Ho was in 
favor of the Free Land Act but did not 
liko tho selling clause and ho had oppos- 
ed that and his colleague had supported 
him it it. 

After some few questions put to each 
member Mr. Jones of Salt Spring Island 
moved: — 

"That this mooting having heard our 
members explain thoir positions aro 
satisfied and aro of opinion that each 
member had dono his bost." Carried. 
A fow of Mr. Smithe's supporters refus- 
ing to vote as they could not well soe how 
they could be satisfied with both mom- 
bers when they were opposed to ouch 
other. 

Tho meeting then adjourned.

During the yoar help wau afforded in tho cases of 30 
persona or families, the relief being continued in some 
iantsneen (wham the circumstances culle 1 for it) dur- 
ing enverol months, aud the Relief Committee have 
good reaBon to believe that the aid rendered Iiob done 
good service and been applied with due regard to the 
objactn the Society HeekB to fulfil. 

AmonuBt the number of these relieved during t he 
pa«t year were 3 wldowe with children, 2 tradesmen 
and 5 inachanics (with Jamilics) whoso reduced clr- 
•uinolantea had arisen through lllheolthor othernila- 
fortune. Eleven Indigent persona were assisted to 
reaeh tholrhoir.es and friends, ond the Society has 
la thla respect again to commend the owners of the 
moll ateainar "Prince Alfred" for the readiness invari- 
ably shown by I hem to further the obiaetB of tho Ho- 
olfty. 

The Ladies Committee (organised and distributed 
0T«r 10 districts, revering the whole of the City) have 
proved most useful, and have prevented much delay 
In tho administration of assistance from time to time, 
One or two uttonpts st imposition have to bu record- 
ed, which however wero met and frustrated; but it is 
irailfying to know that Hie Society's help hn>i been 
found acceptable where the recipients would have 
Ihraak from making known their distresB known. 

The good objoeta of the Society ore so broad and 
eamprehonaiva In thoir •haractcr that they should 
eoraaiasd the ajmpothy and support of the well cHb. 
poaert throeghont the Province, and it ia therefore 
keyed that the roeeipts of tho present yeor maybe 
augmented a* that the nnofulnefls of the Society may 
set in any eveat b« Jeopardized.
